Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1967  on  the  health  and  environmental  circumstances  of  the  District. 

The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  portrays  some  of  the  essential  work  of  the 
Health  Department. 

The  Vital  Statistics  and  Morbidity  Rates  indicate  in  general  terms 
that  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  residents  compares  favourably  with 
other  Rural  Districts  and  is  better  than  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  accepted  as  being  the  most  useful  index 
of  the  health  of  a community,  and  it  is  satisfying  to  note  that  at  17.01 
it  is  slightly  lower  than  for  England  and  Wales. 

During  the  year  the  population  increased  by  1,680  to  37,560.  Of  this 
increase  483  was  due  to  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  the 
remainder  of  1,197  was  accounted  for  by  migration. 

Of  the  total  of  198  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  179  were 
measles.  It  is  hoped  that  the,  introduction  of  Measles  Vaccine  will 
materially  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

Preventive  innoeulations  are  offered  in  the  District  to  all  infants 
against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox. 
Parents  are  strongly  urged  to  avail  themselves  of  these  facilities,  because 
the  only  sure  protection  against  these  diseases  is  by  means  of  these  simple 
procedures  which  can  be  carried  out  by  the  General  Practitioner  or  by  the 
Doctor  at  the  Local  Clinic.

The  cost  of  whole^time  help  for  a full  42  hour  week  may  be  considerable  to 
the  home,  but  it  is  considered  by  the  Authority,  that  part,  or  the  whole, may 
be  remitted  in  necessitous  cases. 

The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and  leads  to  a very 
considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds  etc.,  and  thereby  a great  saving  financially 
to  the  community.

Mr » Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  for  inclusion  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1967 » 

The  year  was  one  of  routine  work,  high-lighted  by  a number  of  Public 
Health  problems* 

Complaints  of  noise  from  barking  dogs  predominated  the  year  and  ended 
in  the  Nottingham  County  Court*  The  defendants  housed  some  32  breeding 
animals,  within  a few  feet  of  the  plaintiffs®  houses*  The  fact  that  one 
of  the  plaintiffs  moved  to  the  source  of  nuisance  did  not  impress  the  Judge 
he  emphasised  it  was  sufficient  if  a person  lost  one  night’s  sleep  due  to 
noise  nuisance  to  lodge  a complaint  in  court*  The  private  injunction  took 
three  days  when  witnesses  gave  evidence  assisted  with  tape  recordings,  and 
visits  to  the  site  were  made  by  the  Judge*  Finally  the  kennels  were  closed 
down  within  six  weeks  and  costs  were  awarded  to  the  plaintiff* 

The  Department  received  a number  of  complaints  of  smells  caused  by 
piggery  effluent  disposal  and  alleged  smells  emanating  from  maggot  breeding 
establishments*  Some  complaints  were  justified  whilst  others  caused  a sligh 
discomfort  of  short  duration*  Control  work  is  proceeding  favourably  in  the 
maggatoria,  but  what  of  the  piggeries  and  the  disposal  of  the  piggery 
effluent?  Legislation  is  required  giving  Councils8  power  to  control  all 
new  piggeries,  and  not  to  allow  new  ones  or  extensions  to  existing  piggeries, 
unless  adequate  provision  is  made  for  effluent  disposal,  and  such  provision 
means,  to  discharge  the  effluent  into  available  public  sewers  or  some  other 
suitable  method  of  disposal*  The  Public  Health  Act  for  controlling  such 
piggery  smell  complaints  is  inadequate  if  its  defence  clause  ‘the  best 
practical  means*  is  being  adopted, Planning  and  Health  control  are  necessary*

The  Cleansing  Depot  at  Langar  has  proved  a most  valuable  contribution 
to  the  Department  ~ it  houses  £30,000  worth  of  vehicles  and  equipment  which 
in  the  past  has  remained  out  in  the  ©pen  for  over  15  years®  It  also  provides 
washing  facilities,  showers  and  W0C0  accomodation  for  the  employees  of  the 
Department.. 

I must  give  praise  to  all  the  men  employed  on  the  refuse  lorries, 
cesspool  emptiers,  street  cleansing  men  and  the  Depot  staff  for  their  good 
work  during  the  year®  They  carry  out  their  work  cheerfully  whatever  the 
weather,  and  remove  all  domestic  refuse  large  or  small®

Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and.  support,  to  all  officials 
of  the  Council  especially  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  members  of
